Wasps, wild bees and ants 
are conspicuous elements of the food, 
far outnumbering the hive bees. Dur- 
ing summer many grasshoppers and 
crickets, as well as leaf hoppers and 
other bugs, also are eaten. In the 
stomachs examined were a number of 
robber flies — insects which prey large- 
ly upon other insects, especially honey- 
bees, and which are know to commit 
In this way extensive depredations. It 
is thus evident that the kingbird, by 
destroying thrse flies, actually does 
good work for th« apinrist.
